There was a time when the church 
could not go through her agencies intoevery nation. But, thank God, 


that time is in the past, Every nation is now open to the Gospel. Let | 


“Say not ye, there are yet four 
months and then cometh harvest. Lift up your ‘ ae 
fields for they are white already to hervect.* ee 
Rome, Imperial Rome, so long closed to the glad tidi i 
faith in Jesus, is now ready to welcome the scedhagess oh thee satan 
and we are devoutly thankiul to Almighty God that the gos rie 
preached there by our churches, and not only in the city of Home bet 
from the Alps on the north, to the extreme south of [taly, the shouts of 
redeemed souls may be heard. The baptism of believers has be 
administered in the rivers Po and Tiber. At several important re 
tions we have eburches and hardby the Roman Vatican pf Dee ° 
chape} which cost $26.000, and we are glad to announce that Missis- 
sippi has paid her quota. Also, China, teeming with her 480 millione 
of people, is being occupied by our missionaries; and it is pleasing God 
through the gospel proclaimed by them, to save those nat believe! 
Brother Graves at Canton, recently baptized twelve converts, and 
Dr. Yates baptized three at Shanghai, China. Brother Sim s and

rethren our work is one of encouragement. 
of thirteen converts to foreign fields te every abies laieaaen 
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sear. There has been a great ingathering of converts by our mission 
9 the Teloogoo people in the Madras Presidency. The number bap- 
tized from June exceeded five thousand. ‘On one day over two thous- 
and were baptized. It is impossible to assign any limit to such a work.

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 


The Mission work is certainly the chief work of this Association- 
This body was organized to do more effectively this great work. For 
this purpose it seems Christ established the Church, and said to 
his disciples, “Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” The work, therefore, is ours; it was committed to us as the 
servants of Christ. If we are negligent or indifferent about it; it we 
refuse to labor for our Master; nay, it we are only idlers in a work of 
so great importance—“A work that fiJled a Savior’s heart and would fi | 
wn angel’s hands;” if we tail to ober the lust great commission of our 
departing Lord, can we hope to be welcomed by a “well done good 
aod faithful servant,” when we have spent our lives in ease? Never 
before, perhaps in the history of our Association, has the call tor aid 
in the Home Mission work been so urgent. Within the last two 
months death has done a most fearful work in our State. Towns 
have been almost depopulated, and churches that a few months ago 
were flourishing, are now helpless. Pastors have fallen and their 
places must be filled by Missionaries. Districts that once contributed 
Jargely and liberally to send the gospel to the destitute, have become 
cestitute themselves. They stretch out their hands emaciated by the 
scourge and ask the more favorel districts tosend not onty literal fo »d 
for famishing bodies, bu’ send also the Bread of Life to the hungry, 
starving souls. Perhaps one half of our territory is destitute of Baptist 
preaching; and even churches in our bounds are asking for help. Shall 
we not heed their cries? Shall we not help the needy! Bretirei, we 
do believe that the generous people of Tippah Association will re. 
spond nobly and promptly when ‘these facts are made known, We 
recommend, therefore, that the subject of Missions be discussed and 
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® 
the present needs be made known by the pastors and others and every 
church be urged to do something in this great work, by pledges. We 
turther recommend that our Board employ an efficient man for as much 
time as possible to supply the destitute points. We further recommend 
that our Board co-operate with the State Mission Board.

But, as the one may be 
the parent of the other, they are somewhat inseparable. Itis generally 
admitted that there is a difference between one that knows and one 
that don’t; and the difference is in favor of the one that knows. This 
being admitted, the question of duty is plain, and the necessity im- 
presgive, 

To) specify the advantages is not necessary. Observation alone 
should be sufficient. Knowledge is said to be power. If this be true 
itmay be a power for evil as well as for good. Special regard should be 
had to this:. The design, manner, and. matter of education. The time, 
not the leastimportant. We are glad to mark an increase of dispc- 
sition to educate and be educated. We are happy to know, that in 
our midst we have a number of excellent schoo}s: perhaps there is not 
another Association in the State so blessed. 

We have Blue Mountain Female College, at Blue Mountain, Miss.; 
Stonewall Female College, Ripley, Miss.; Blue. Mountain Male Acad. 
emy,jat Blue Mountain; Ripley Male Academy, at Ripley, Miss.; 
Ashland High mixed School, at Ashland, Miss.; and then. we have our 
State| University and Mississippi Qollege. These are permanent 
schools, and controlled by those whose heads and hearts are right on 
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the suoject in all its bearings, on the inteilect, heart, soul, morals and 
manners. These make the classes of schools upon which we may 
depend for the education of our people. The free school system is a 
comparative falure. We esteem it our indispensable duty to educate 
and be educated, though it be at the greatest sacrifice.

Let the churches select the right 
men for Superintendents and Teachers; supply them with uniform 
lesson papers; and send Delegates to the Sunday School Convention, 
where they will get a great deal of instruction in the Sunday School 
work. We believe the Sunday School work would be a saccess 
with God’s blessings upon it. It will be so.

We have succeeded in collecting enough trom old pledges and other- 
wise, to satisfy brother Gadd, though his entire salary uas not been 
paid. This leaves us in debt only for brother Skinner's services: Your 
Board desires that some assurance be given by which the money will 
be raised between this and the close of the year.

Is it because we cannot do moref The small sum of 
25 cents from each member will place us out of debt, and leave mouey

We believe in the doctrine of Election, that God has from the 
beginning chosen us te salvation through the sanctification of the Spirit and 
belief of the truth. 


Art. 6. We believe that the Holy Spirit accompanies the Word of @od in 
the salvation of man in answer to the prayer of Christians. 


Art. 7 We believe in the final perseverance of the saints, and thatall who 
truly belfeve shall be eternally saved. 


Art. 8. We believe that baptism is immersion alone, and that none but 
true believers are proper subjects of the ordinance, and that none but reg- 
ularly baptized and ordained ministers have a right to administer it, and that 
itis a pre-requisite to the Lord’s Supper, and all who come to the Lord’s table 
must Come according to the Lord’s word. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


Articte 1. The Association shall be opened by prayer. 


Art. 2. The Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the members present 
by private ballot. ; 


Art. 3. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order, but any 
member not satisfied with his decision may appeal, provided that appeal be 
made on the same day, but at no subsequent time. 


_ Arr. 4. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speak- 

ing a8 other members, but not to vote, unless his vote be necessary to de- 

_ renee If he rises to speak, he shall call on some brother to take 
1e chair. 


Arr. 5. All questions brought before the Association shall be introduced 
by motion, and if seconded shall be open for discussion, unless withdrawn by 
the mover or his second. When a subject has been taken up, and a reason- 
able time allowed for discussion, the Moderator shall take the question by 
yeas and nays ; and, if call for division be made, it shall be decided by the 
members rising. 


Arr. .6. Any meniber wishing to speak shall rise and address the Modera- 
tor. Only one member shall be allowed to speak at the same time, who shall 
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' pot be intetrupted by while speaking unless he depart from the subject or 
make personal reflections. 


Arr. 7. No person shall speak more than onee upon any subject unti}| all 
who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity, nor more than twice Ygon 
uny subject, without permission. 


Arr. 8. Every subject introduced for discussion, shall be first decided) be 
fore another shall be offered, unless it shall be laid over Sy motion, with! the 
eousent of the mover and Association. 


Arr. 9. The Association shall in all cases be goyerned by a majority of tle 
members present, except in the reception of churches ;.then a unanimous Vote 
shall be required. But in no case shall one member or church prevent} the 
reception of a church without a sufficient cause shown, which shall be déter 
mined by a majority.
